W a s h in g t o n , Febuary 11th.—The bill in­ 
troduced by Senator Farley to-day provides, 
as was foreshadowed in last night’s dispatches, 
for the creation of a new customs collection 
district; to consist of the waters and Bhores 
of the counties of Santa Barbara, Ventura, 
Lob Angeles and San Bernardino, with Wil­ 
mington as its sole port of entry, and Santa 
Barbara as a port of delivery, in charge of an 
Inspector. The bill provides for the appoint­ 
ment of a Collector and a Deputy Collector 
of Customs at Wilmington, with salaries of 
83,000 and 81,500 each, respectively. Another 
section provides, in addition to the present 
authorization for a continuance of the Col­ 
lector of Customs at San Diego and the 
appointment of Inspectors and such other 
subordinate officers as may be needed for the 
collection of revenues at that port, that the 
S ecr.tv y of the Treasury shall have power to 
appoint such Inspectors us he may deem nec­ 
essary to enforce the customs laws along the 
boundary between San 
Diego 
and San 
Bernardino counties and the Republic of 
Mexico. 
Senator Booth to-day introduced a bill for 
the relief of the Postmaster of Yolo from lia­ 
bility for about 8100 worth of stamps stolen 
from bis office last fall by burglars. 
it is reported here to-day that John Bussell 
Young is an applicant for the appointment 
as Minister to China, to succeed Seward, 
whose early retirement is again predicted. 
Young’s friends assert that when General 
Grant was here i uring the Christmas holi­ 
days he told Secretary Evarts that Young 
would be one of the best uien that could pos­ 
sibly be found to fill the place. The report 
as yet lacks confirmation. 
’i he bill agreed upon by McLane of Mary­ 
land, Russ of New Jersey, and Henderson of 
Illinois (the sub-committee appointed by the 
House Committee on Commerce to draft a 
measure for consideration as an alternative to 
Reagan’s bill, and which may very possibly 
be adopted by a majority of tne committee at 
its next meeting), provides for a National 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, whose 
duty shall be to exercise general supervision 
over all railroads that cross State Hues and do 
not lie wholly within the boundaries of a 
single State, with power to examine the books 
and business of these roads ; to see that all 
laws relating to them are enforced ; to exarn- 
ine into the methods audsystemsof transporta­ 
tion, and to report to Congress the necessary 
data for the passage of an intelligent system 
ot railroad legislation. The Commission is to 
hear and investigate complaints of ill treat­ 
ment by railroad corporations, and when 
they shall find that any road does not con­ 
duct itseii in a manner promotive of the 
pubUc interests, they shall report the same 
to Congress, in order that the abuses found to 
exist may be corrected and prevented by leg­ 
islation. 
When the Commission hud that 
the law is violated, they are required to re­ 
port at once to the Attorney-General. 
The 
Board is given power to call for persons and 
papers and take evidence. The bill also 
prohibits any railroad company charging one 
person more than another for the same 
service, and from directly or indirectly af­ 
fording one person better facilities than an­ 
other. 
This is very neaily what is known 
as the Massachusets plan, which was recom­ 
mended to the committee recently by Charles 
Francis Adams, J r. 
Finley's Tension Bill. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 11th. — Speaker 
Randall has consented to recognize Congress­ 
man Finley on Monday next to move a sus­ 
pension of the rules for tiie consideration of 
the bill to equalize the bounties of suidiers 
who served in the late war. 
The bill pro­ 
vides fur a bounty of 88 33* per month for 
the service of each soldier who enlisted be­ 
tween the 1st of April, 1801, and before the 
15th of July, 1805, all previous bounties re­ 
ceived to be deducted, including bounties 
paid by States and counties. With a view to

Finley 
addressed 
a letter 
to Secretary Sherman, asking him how to 
make au estimate. The Secretary replied, in 
substance, that it is impracticable to make au 
accurate statement, but that an examination 
made in 1874 to ascertain how large a sum 
would be necessary to satisfy the claims aris­ 
ing under the provisions of a similar bill in­ 
troduced at that time, sho ved that more than 
8100,00(1,1100 would be needed, together with 
a force of 250 additional clerks for four yeais 
iu the office of the Second Auditor. 
The Southern F.\o«lus luvcN lisallon. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 11th.—The Senate 
Exodus Committee resumed its examination 
of witnesses this afternoon. 
F. F. Laftin, of Frankenston, N. C., was 
called, and corroborated the testimony of 
previous witnesses regarding the good treat­ 
ment of the colored people by the whites in 
North Carolina, and stated that the white 
Republicans generally in his county (Lenoir) 
are opposed to the exodus. 
J. H. Russell, ail undertaker from Indian­ 
apolis, testified to the great destitution among 
the emigrants in Indianapolis. 
He men­ 
tioned an extreme case, where a family of 
nine lived in a small hut, having but two 
rooms, and where there was no furniture and 
nothing for a bed but a pile of straw and a 
blanket. He thought it a shame and outrage, 
both on the emigrauts and the people of 
Indiana, to bring these poor, destitute people 
to that State. 
He believed the people of 
Indiana generally were opposed to it, but 
thought some leading Republicans were assist­ 
ing the movement for political purposes. 
Other testimony was given tending to show 
that the movement was political in its nature, 
and was so understood to be by the negroes. 
Indian Murderer» Punlshed-T w o Killed 
and Three f'aplnred. 


D e a d w o o d (D. T.), February 11th.—The 
Times' Fort Keogh (Mont.) special of Feb­ 
ruary 8th says : Sergeant Glover, of Com­ 
pany B, Second Cavalry, of this post, with 
ten men and ten Indian scouts, started out at 
daylight on the 4th instant to capture the 
party of five Sioux Indians, supposed to be­ 
long to sitting Bull’s hand, who killed one 
man and wounded another some days ago on 
Mespah Creek. 
They found them near the 
heail of Pumpkin Creek, when a lively skir­ 
mish ensued, which resulted in the death of 
two Sioux and one soldier killed and one 
wounded. This, togtther with news that the 
Sioux bad gotten under cover in such a man­ 
ner that Sergeant Glover and his party could 
not get at them, came to the post last 
night, and on its receipt Captain Snyder, of 
the Fifth Infantry, with a company, proceed­ 
ed at once to the scene of action and put an 
end to the affair. The scouts came iu this 
afternoon displaying the scalps of the two 
Indians who were killed. The other three 
were taken prisoners, and are now being 
brought in by Captain Snyder and his com­ 
mand. 
New Tork Slock Market. 
N ew Y ork, February 11th.—Stocks were 
unsettled, though generally buoyant, to-day. 
Tne rise in Erie is due to the announcement 
that a contract between the Erie and New 
York Central roads, for a division of the New 
England traffic, bad been Bigned, and that 
Erie is to receive fifty per cent, of the New 
England business. It is stated that arrange­ 
ments are nearly completed by which the 
Erie, Reading and New Jersey Central roads 
will soon receive a largely increased traffic.

L o n d o n , February 11th.—John P. Nolan’s 
(Home Rule mem 1 >er for Galway) seed potato 
bill authorizes Ihe poor law officers to bor­ 
row money without interest from the Com­ 
missioners of Public AVorks for the purchase 
of seed potatoes to sell tenants solely for 
planting, at cost, or under, on CTedit or not, 
with or without security, as the authorities 
may think fit. The Treasury will be em­ 
powered to issue half a million from the con- 
snüdated fund, if required, for the purpose of 
this measure. 
It will be operative one year 
after its passage. 


L o n d o n , February 11th.—In the House of 
Commons Henry Fawcett (Liberal) moved an 
amendment to the report upon the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne. 
He ex­ 
pressed regret that no assurance had been 
given that the cost of a renewal of the war 
in Afghanistan would not be wholly defrayed 
from the revenues of India. 
The Under Secretary for India declined to 
pledge the Government, but at the proper 
time he said the question must come before 
the House.

THE STATE 
NORMAL 
SCHOOL. 


I t ia to be hoped th a t the destruction of 
th e State N orm al School by lire trill be 
m ade the subject of a searching inquiry. 
O ur dispatches yesterday m orning in ti­ 
m ated th a t the fact of incendiarism had 
been p u t beyond doubt, though if, as 
stated, the building was entirely consumed, 
it is diflicult to see how this evidence could 
be forthcoming. 
There seems, however, 
to be more than a n atu ral coincidence be­ 
tw een the recent studied attack upon the 
school, and its destruction by an incen- 
■diary lire. 
The la tte r event has occurred 
alm ost too opportunely for th e enem ies of 
th e institution to p u t it beyond suspicion, 
and for this and other equally obvious rea­ 
sons an investigation ought to be had. 
T he 
loss 
of 
th e building, 
moreover, 
should not affect the Legislature in its 
course 
upon 
th e 
destiny 
of 
the 
school. 
A 
great 
m any 
evidently 
loose statem ents have been m ade of late 
in th is connection. 
Before it is decided to 
do anything the past history of the insti­ 
tu tio n should be carefully examined, and 
its capacities for training a corps of State 
teachers. 
I t seems to us th a t the com­ 
p lain ts m ade thus far, as for exam ple th a t 
th e students of the N orm al School do not 
as a rule become teachers after th e State 
has educated them for th e work, are, if 
f true, rath e r im peachm ents of th e educa­ 
tional system th an of th e school chiefly 
concerned. 
For it surely m ust he possible 
to obtain from those who seek to avail 
them selves of th e advantages of such an in­ 
stitu tio n some guarantee th a t they w ill de­ 
vote a certain tim e to th e exercise of the 
know ledge of teaching th ey have attained. 
N o doubt it is very diflicult to devise any 
plan w hich would hold good against the 
m atrim onial tendencies of young women, 
h u t in th e absence of statistics th e dis­ 
cussion of th is question is evidently u n ­ 
profitable, since it may be the case th a t a 
m ajority of th e N orm al School graduates 
have become 
teachers. 
The 
need 
of 
in ch an institu tio n as an auxiliary to any 
w ell-ordered educational system appears 
incontestable, nor do we th in k th a t a Chair 
of E ducation a t the State U niversity could 
be m ade to snpply its place. 


WELL DISPOSED OF. 


THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 


T he Senate did itself credit in post­ 
poning indefinitely th e m onstrous bill to 
discard th e evidence of Chinese in the 
C ourts. 
I t is very m uch to be regretted 
th a t such a bill should have been in tro ­ 
duced, and still more so th a t any member 
of a California Senate should have been so 
insensible to sham e as to advocate the 
naked bru tality aud barbarism of th e prop­ 
osition. 
B u t though th ere is no differ­ 
ence of opinion in the com m unity as to the 
d esirability of getting rid of th e Chinese in 
a constitutional and honorable way, it is 
■well tV a t there should be m anifested, as in 
th is case, an tq u aily firm determ ination to 
p ro tect th e honor of th e A m erican name by 
according fair play to all w ho live under 
th e flag, no m atter how distasteful th eir 
presence m ay be. 
Such a bill of course 
could have had b u t one effect, nam ely, to 
encourage outrages upon th e Chinese, and 


th u s to rouse th e rest of th e country 
against th e dem ands of California. 
I t 
w ould in fact have been a suicidal as well 


as an infam ous step to take. 


T he w ill of th e late D avid Ballentine, an 
old se ttle r of Illinois, by which he gave 
H en ry A. B allentine and other of his chil­ 
dren a life in terest only in his estate of 
$500,000, has been declared void by Judge 
U pton, in tb e C ircuit C ourt at W aukegan, 
o n th e ground of th e m ental incapacity of 
th e testato r. 


T he provision of Senate Bill No. 1S8, 
com pelling all foreign insurance companies 
to deposit a certain am ount of capital in 
th e S tate before th ey are allowed to do 
business, is one for which no rational ju s­ 
tification can be found. 
Tbe undoubted 
purpose of it is to drive out of business 
the fifty-tw o or three E astern companies 
which now have agencies in California. 
I t 
does not affect th e foreign companies, the 
m ajority of which w ould probably be w ill­ 
ing to m eet th e requirem ent, b u t it is 
aimed at, and w ould strike, the E astern 
companies, w hich now constitute th e m a­ 
jority of th e insurance corporations doing 
business here, and to th e extent th a t it 
expelled them it w ould be a public disas­ 
ter. 
L ast year seven local companies car­ 
ried risks am ounting to $59,000,000, and 
fifty-eight E astern companies carried risks 
am ounting to $5S,000,000. 
The result 
of 
the proposed 
law would 
therefore 
be 
to 
compel 
th e 
redistribution 
of 
th e S5S,000,000 cairied by these E astern 
companies, among th e seven local com­ 
panies, giving them about $ 110,000,000 of 
risks, on a total capital of $2,200,000. 
These local companies are now carrying 
risks 3S tim es greater in proportion to theii 
capital th an those borne by the E astern 
and foreign companies. 
I t is now proposed 
th a t th is already dangerous excess of risks 
over assets shall be doubled, and this de­ 
m and is m ade of th e representatives of the 
people—th a t is to say, of the insurers. 
The fact is. th a t th e business of the local 
companies is not now upon a safe basis. 
They carrying far heavier risks th an their 
capital justifies. 
They ought no t only to 
be estopped from taking more risks, b u t 
th ey ought to be com pelled either to in­ 
crease th eir capital or to cancel a large 
percentage of th eir present risks. 
W h at 
they require of th e Legislature, through 
Senate Bill N 0.IS 8, ispractically thedcstruc- 
tion of all security for the insurers in this 
State. 
I t is proposed th a t of 85 compa­ 
nies now represented here, 00 or more should 
be driven out, and th a t the property of 
every insurer should be placed a t the 
m ercy of 
seven local 
companies, 
who 
would every one be ban k ru p t if a great fire 
should ever occur in San Francisco. 
W e 
have no hesitation in asserting th a t this 
bill is against public policy ; th a t it em ­ 
bodies one of th e m ost m ischievous and 
unjustifiable propositions ever brought be­ 
fore a legislative body. 


The other provision, th a t every com­ 
pany doing business in th e S tate shall have 
$500,000 capital, is also aim ed at the E ast­ 
ern companies, a large num ber of which 
would be excluded by it. 
The im policy of 
such a provision is show n in th e fact th a t 
in the greatest comm ercial center of the 
country, N ew Y ork, th e capital required 
from insurance companies is only $200,000. 
Again, there are m any of these E astern 
companies w hich possess asset3 largely in 
excess of th eir nom inal capital, and whose 
surplus is som etim es greater th an th a t of 


all th e local companies p u t together. These 
are obviously th e m ost sound and safe of 
corporations, b u t th ty would be ruled out 
under this bill. 
In fact th e bill is a 
m easure th e only effect of which could be 
to decrease security, and a t the same tim e 
increase th e cost of in su ran ce ; 
for it 
is very certain th a t th e first result of 
th e expulsion of th e E astern companies 
would be to pu t up local rates. 
N othing 
more em phatically hostile to the interests 
of the public could therefore have been de­ 
vised, and its enactm ent would argue a 
studied contem pt for the needs of tbeir 
constituents fatal to the prospects of any 
Legislature. 
The safety of insurance de­ 
pends upon the wide distribution of risks. 
The more companies there are, and the 
more d istan t are th eir m ain reserves of 
capital from the location of th eir risks, the 
greater the security afforded by them . 
If 
we were dependent solely or m ainly upon 
local companies we should practically be 
deprived 
of 
insurance 
altogether. 
In 
th is case, however, it is im pudently pro­ 
posed th a t th e people shall pay higher 
rates for less security. 
W e confess our 
inability to perceive upon w hat ground of 
public policy th e bill can be defended. 
Local insurance companies have no doubt 
the be3t possible reasons for advocating it, 
for it is unm istakably in th eir interest. 
B ut local insurance companies are not the 
people of California, and it is th e first duty 
of the Legislature to protect th e latter. 
Senate Bill No. 1SS is directly against the 
public interest. 
I t is a m ost impolitic, 
dangerous aud unjustifiable bill. 
Its adop­ 
tion would literally destroy the security of 
all property insured in the local compauies, 
and a t th e same tim e prevent recourse to 
safer m ethods. 
The discussion it has elic­ 
ited has, however, brought to th e front 
some defects in th e status of th e local 
companies of so grave a character th a t we 
th in k it w ill be necessary to dem and reme­ 
dial legislation against them during the 
present session. 


THE 
ANSWER 
TO 
THE 
PRO-CHINESE 
MEMORIAL. 


W e are sorry to be compelled to say th at 
th e answ er to th e pro-Chinese memorial 
recently addressed to th e Legislature is 
quite as unsound and reprehensible as the 
docum ent against w hich it is directed. 
I t 
is in fact sim ply an extravagant tirade 
against the Chinese, so w ild and reckless 
as to be alm ost Pautagruelian in character. 
The fram ers of this very undignified and 
intem perate answ er have created an im ­ 
possible m onster and called it a Chinam an ; 
and having done th is they have pelted 
the grotesque 
and 
fantastic 
creation 
of th eir heated im agination w ith all the 
opprobrious term s th ey could g ath er to ­ 
gether. 
I t is needless to say th a t the 
result 
is 
not 
in 
any 
tru e 
eense an 
answ er to th e memorial. 
I t is m erely 
an expression of 
strong dislike tow ard 
the Chinese, and an expression so dis­ 
to rted by prejudice as to be entirely 
w ithout value. I t is not true, for example, 
as this answ er affirms, th a t the Chinese are 
th e m ost w icked and depraved and vicious 
and false and ungrateful people on th e face 
of the earth. 
They are in alm ost all re­ 
spects strongly akin to th eir fellow hum an 
bemgs in other countries. 
They possess a 
different civilization from the Anglo-Saxon. 
They cultivate some vices w hich w hite men 
are no t so m uch addicted to. 
B u t it is not 
a t all because of th eir vieionsness th a t they 
are objectionable, and if there were no b et­ 
te r argum ents against them th an such kind 
cf stuff as th is preposterous “ answ er” con­ 
tains, it w ould be perfectly hopeless to ex­ 
pect th a t intelligent and enlightened peo­ 
ple would do an y th in g to help th eir re­ 
moval. The Chinese w ill compare favorably 
enough w ith any other people as regards 
m orality. 
T hey are no more prone to 
perjury 
and 
falsehood 
th an 
w hite 
men, 
and 
th is 
every 
Ju d g e 
knows. 
They 
are 
a 
tem perate, 
industrious, 
orderly, 
peaceable 
people, 
and 
it 
is 
because they possess all these essential 
qualifications of a progressive race, and be­ 
cause th e struggle for existence has w ith 
them been so severe as to give them great 
advantage, in pow er of endurance and tol­ 
eration of squalor, over w hite men, th a t 


th ey are so form idable. 
A dd to th is the 
lack of affinity betw een th eir civilization 
and ours, and everything is said th a t can 
be w ith a ry seriousness urged against 
them . 
B u t such abusive and opera bouffe 
presentations of th e case as th a t embodied 
in th e answ er of the legislative com m ittee 
to th e pro-Chiaese memorial are calculated 
to excite th e disgust of 
well-informed 
men, and to give a handle to th e friends of 
Chinese im m igration. 


A FLEA FOR THE 
CHILDREN. 


O rdinances fall so thick and fast about 
the ears of th e children in these days th a t 
th e poor things will soon be deprived of 
the last of th eir toys and games. 
For 
betw een th e rigor of schoolm asters and 


th e zeal of m unicipal authorities, tile boy 
of the period has a som ew hat hard tim e of 
it. 
H e m ust not play ball, or spin his top, 
or shoot bis m arbles, or fly his kite, any 
more. 
H is playthings are taken aw ay 
from him, his custom ary playgrounds are 
tabooed, and y et nobody seems to th in k 
th a t 
playthings 
and 
playgrounds 
are 
necessities of juvenile life. 
N o doubt it is 
annoying w hen boisterous boys frighten 
horses and cause accidents, and no doubt 
there are toys, such as th e sling, too danger­ 
ous to be tolerated. 
B ut it is none th e less 
necessary to inquire w h at th e children are 
to do w hen all th eir spontaneous m ethods 
of am usem eut are prohibited. 
N or is the 
question a triv ial one, for th e tendency in 
such cases m ust invariably be tow ards 
som ething less 
innocent 
th a n th e old 
vetoed games. 
W hen boys are left to 
them selves th ey establish regularly recur­ 
ring seasons of 
gamc3. 
T here is 
the 
top 
season, 
and 
th e 
m arble 
season, 
and the k ite season, and th e ball season, 
and 
each 
is as 
sedulously 
observed 
as are th e fashions of grow n-up people. 
W e never knew how these seasons are es­ 
tablished, o r how th eir lim its are recog­ 
nized, b u t every boy knows when tops are 
“ o u t” and w hen m arbles are “ in ,” and no 
self-respecting boy w ill know ingly violate 
th e close season for any game. 
The boy 
republic th u s adm inisters its pastim es in 
a sufficiently regular way, and provides a 
series of changes well calculated to sus­ 
tain in te re st and afford 
th e requisite 
variety. 
B u t w hen th e stern hand of 
the ad u lt governm ent is laid upon all these 
innocent and healthy recreations, th e boy 
is thw arted and throw n out of his natural 
groove, and a t such tim es his restrained 
energies are very ap t to carry him tow ards 
hoodlumism . 
T he tru th is—and it is a 
tru th parents and teachers m ust tak e into 
careful consideration—th e opportunities for 
wholesome play are far too few in our Cali­ 
fornia cities. 
In San Francisco, and also 
in Sacram ento, th e boy is treated very 
m uch as a nuisance to be abated. 
N o pro­ 
vision for play-grouuds 
is 
m ade in his 
behalf. 
H e is driven from th e streets w ith 
his games. 
T here is no back country for 
him to retire upon. 
W h at is he to do ? 
The too frequent answ er to this question 
appears iu th e increase of hoodlumism. 
The m atter deserves anxious thought, and 
we com m end it to whom it m ay concern. 


NOT FAIRLY REPRESENTED. 


Some of our contem poraries arc m islead­ 
ing th e public, or are them selves misled, 
as to th e n a tu re of th e ruling m ade by 
Speaker Cow dery on M onday, in denying 
to A ssem blym an Corcoran a question of 
privilege. 
T he Speaker is charged w ith 
having ruled th a t a statem ent in a new s­ 
paper concerning th e conduct of a m em ber 
was not ground for a question of privilege. 
T he fact is th a t no such ruling was made. 
The rule of the A ssem bly covering ques­ 
tions of privilege reads : “ A m em ber may 
“ rise and explain a m atter personal to 
“ himself, w ith 
leave of 
th e 
C hair.” 
Two things are here set forth. 
F irst, 
th e 
explanation 
sought 
to 
be 
m ade 
under 
a 
question 
of 
privilege 
m ust 
be 
of 
“ a 
m atter 
personal ” 
to 
th e m em ber desiring to explain, 
aud, 
second, “ leave of th e C hair” m ust be ob­ 
tained. 
In th e case u n d er consideration 
M r. Corcoran arose and s a id : 
“ There 
“ have been allusions m ade in th is hall, 
“ and also published in the daily papers, 
“ reflecting upon certain other gentlem en— 
“ gentlem en on th is floor who have dele­ 
g a t e d me to represent them in th is m at- 
“ te r.” 
In all questions of privilege, the 
first duty of th e m em ber claim ing to exer­ 
cise th e right is to state th e ground upon 
which he claim s the privilege of explana­ 
tion. 
Mr. Corcoran did th is by plainly 
declaring th a t he arose as th e delegate of 
others. 
H e did no t state a single fact 
w hich w ould Have en titled him to th e 
privileges of th e rule, and th e only issue 
raised by th e ruling of th e C hair is one in­ 
volving an interpretation of th e words 
“ personal to him self,” as used in th e rule 
above 
quoted. 
By 
his 
decision 
the 
Speaker m erely assum ed th e ground th a t 
to arise by the au th o rity of a num ber of 
gentlem en—possibly a class, or a whole 
p arty —was not a question of privilege 
w ithin the m eaning of th e rule. 
T h at Mr. 
Corcoran did not, in the statem ent of fact 
made by him , present a good ground for a 
question of personal privilege, w ill be ap­ 
parent to any one in th e slightest degree 
fam iliar w ith common parliam entary usage. 


POLITICAL 
FLEDGES. 


A bill was introduced a t th e beginning 
of tbe session, m aking it a m isdem eanor or 
a felony, we forget w hich, for any success­ 
ful candidate to violate the pledges taken 
during a canvass. 
If we do not err this 
bill has already been rejected, b u t as the 
theory of it seems a favorite one in certain 
quarters it m ay be of some use to recall 
the fact th a t a t least one man in this State 
has already been hanged for keeping a 
cam paign pledge. 
W e refer to T roy Dye, 
who, 
w hile 
stum ping this 
county for 
th e office of 
Public A dm inistrator, an­ 
nounced w herever he w ent th a t if elected 
he would send out “ a killer 
and who, 
having undertaken to redeem this pledge 
after his election, wa3 forthw ith arrested, 
tried, convicted of m urder, and executed. 
This case w ould seem to indicate th a t the 
fulfillm ent of political pledges is not al­ 
ways com patible w ith th e enjoym ent of 
long life, and it m ay therefore suggest 
some new ideas to the advocates of the 
m easure above referred to.

STRANGE MISSION. 


A dispatch from Leavenw orth, Kansa°,

H o n g k o n g , January 17th.—The Governor

THE PORTUGUESE CLAIM TO MACAO, 
W hich, notwithstanding its occupation dur­ 
ing three centuries, is still declared a Chinese 
possession. 
In fact, no formal cession, like 
that of Hongkong to England, has ever been 
conceded. 
The Peking Government is de­ 
termined to resist the application, although 
the Portuguese express confident hopes of 
success. 
Doctor Elmore, Peruvian Envoy to China 
and Japan, is now in Shanghai, preparing for 
immediate departure home. 


ANTI-FOREIGN POLICT. 
The signs at Peking increase of a deter­ 
mination to inaugurate a strong (anti-foreign 
policy. 
Viceroy Shen, who died recently at 
Nanking, left an urgent memorial, now saidto 
be secretly circulating, advocating unbending 
resistance to an extension of intercourse,(and 
pleading for the exclusion of all material im- 
piovement, such as railways or telegraphs, of 
foreign origin. This manifesto produces great 
effect, Shen having been an official of power­ 
ful influence and a man of high personal 
character, unusually free from suspicion of 
corrupt motives or practices. 
I t has double 
weight, coming together with the final suc­ 
cesses of the Chinese arm y in Central Asia 
aud the diplomatic trium ph, as here consider­ 
ed, of Chung How at St. Petersburg, in secur­ 
ing the restitution of the Ili territory. Li Hung 
Chang, Viceroy of Chilhi. although still the 
most influential subject in the Empire, is 
understood to feel it necessary to yield to the 
new sentim ent kindled by these combina­ 
tions, and iu fact Li is not really favorable 
to foreign affiliation, sanctioning W estern 
ideas and improvements only to the extent of 
making them serve his purpose of acquiring 
a knowledge of them and then dispensing 
with those who bring them. 
Unless the 
growth of the present feeling is checked by 
some unforeseen event, it will shape the 
Chinese policy entirely within the next year 
or tw o ; but the development will be gradual 
and extremely cautious, and no person must 
expect to see any sudden manifestation. The 
whole movement will be so regulated as to 
disarm suspicion, if possible, both here and 
elsewhere. 
THE CATTLE PLAGUE 
Prevails in the neighborhood of Shanghai. 
Its existence has been kuown for two years, 
but no steps were taken to eradicate it, and 
now the m eat and milk supply of Shanghai 
is threatened. The Japanese Consul-General 
announces that exportations of cattle to J a ­ 
pan is prohibited. 


IMPERIAL DISPLEASURE. 
N otw ithstanding the rejoicing over Chung 
How’s achievements in Russia, that official 
has incurred Imperial displeasure for leaving 
Europe prematurely, anti without pursuing 
still further his supposed diplomatic advan­ 
tages. 
H e is tem porarily suspended from 
his functions, and ordered to give explana­ 
tions. 
VICEROY OF LIANG KIANG. 
Lien Kwang Y i has been appointed suc­ 
cessor to Shen Pao Chen, just, dead, as Vice­ 
roy of the Liang K iang provinces, a post of 
great importance aud power, which may be 
made to yield the possessor $2,000,000 yearly. 
Chen took nothing. 
His integrity was pro­ 
verbial. 
Lien has hitherto been one of the 
sternest and cruelist of riders, having ordered 
the decapitation of 4,000 persons during the 
four years of his term of office. 
The Viceroy 
of the Kwang provinces has no such high 
reputation. 
SENTENCE COMMUTED. 
The sentence of Li Y ung Choi, leader of 
the A nnam rebellion, h is been commuted to 
decapitation only, the .urraer decree being 
torture and mutilation before execution. 


Japan. 


Y o k o h a m a , January 2Gth.— A new and 
unexpected trade is developed between Hong­ 
kong and the Japanese port of Hiego, iu con­ 
sequence of the establishment of a branch 
line of steamships by the principal company 
of .Japan. 
This route is the result of sug­ 
gestions offered by Governor Hennessy when 
visiting .Japan. 
A stroDg commercial con­ 
nection is anticipated. 


EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 
The latest report of the M inistry of Edu­ 
cation shows a steady increase of public in­ 
struction throughout the Empire. The school 
attendants now number nearly 6,000,000, 
males, however, unduly preponderating. U ni­ 
versal interest in education is proved by 
the fact th at in five years there have been 
private voluntary donations to schools and 
colleges of nearly $9,000,000 and upwards of 
700,000 acres of land. 


JAr.ANESE IN COREA. 
The Japanese residents in Corea now num­ 
ber 1,500. 
A hospital and school has been 
established at the Fusan settlement. The hos­ 
pital is largely resorted to by the natives, and 
the relations are friendly. 


ILL FEELING INCREASED. 
The displeasure of the Japanese Govern­ 
ment with the German Envoy, caused by the 
quarantine violation ordered last year by that 
official during the cholera epidemic, is now 
increased by the discovery of the publication 
by him, in a Yokohama newspaper, of a pri­ 
vate document subm itted confidentially to 
the diplomatic corps on treaty revision. 


AN ORNAMENTAL POSITION. 
The Spanish Envoy has left for home, his 
term of service having expired. H is successor 
has not yet arrived. 
The position is merely 
ornamental, and there is considerable wonder 
why it is maintained. 
There are no Spanish 
residents in Japan except officials, and no 
trade. 
GRANT'S INFLUENCE. 
There are constant evidences of the influ­ 
ence established by G rant in all public m at­ 
ters on which he was consulted. 
More than 
one change of policy is attributable to bis 
friendly representations. 
There are obvious 
efforts, on the other hand, to weaken the asso­ 
ciations which he created by agencies opposed 
to closer relations between Japan and the 
United States. 


THE JAPANESE ENVOT TO ENGLAND. 
B ut for the well-known fact th at the J a p ­ 
anese diplomatic representatives are intrusted 
with very iittle independent power, certain 
recent appointments would excite astonish­ 
ment. 
Some few Envoys enjoy considerable 
confidence of the Government, others partial, 
others none at all. 
I t is well knowu that 
Mori, new ly commissioned to England, was 
dispatched simply to relieve the administra­ 
tion of his presence here without appearing 
to disgrace him. 
Since M ori’s return from 
America, he has been a constant source of 
annoyance to his superiors, and the in­ 
discretions 
and 
insubordination 
of 
the 
youth, instead of disappearing, have in­ 
creased. 
Powerful personal influence pre­ 
vents his downfall, but the expediency of re­ 
moving him from Japan continually reasserts 
itself. 
I t is im portant to understand that 
although sent to a post of nominal magni­ 
tude, he acts only under the strictest instruc­ 
tions, and is virtually a political exile. 
LITTER OF THANKS. 
In consequence of the marked change in 
the attitude of the British Legation since the 
departure of M inister Parkes, the M ikado’s 
second M inister, Iwakura, has written a let­ 
ter of thanks to Kennedy, Charge d’Affaires. 
A COMPLETE EXCULPATION. 
The trial of the two merchants—Fujita 
and H akana—charged with complicity in a 
vast scheme for the circulation of counterfeit 
Government paper money, resulted in the 
complete exculpation of the accused. The 
case has excited great attention for five 
nonths. 
Extraordinary rumors of gigantic 
frauds were circulated, involving high Gov­ 
ernment officers. 
I t is now demonstrated 
th at there is no foundation for suspicion of 
any kind. 
There has been no issue of coun- j 
terfeits, except in a limited and not unusual 
degree, and the alleged conspiracy which agi- , 
fated the whole country turns out to be 
a petty combination of private malice. Ia- 1 
stead of three million of counterfeit money, j 
as firet proclaimed, there are not three thou- i 


sand in existence, and the Government credit 
remains unimpaired. 
I t appears probable 
th at the mischievous ingenuity of a single in­ 
dividual has succeeded in disturbing the cur­ 
rency for nearly half a year. 


THE THREATENED RUPTURE BETWEEN CHINA 
AND JAPAN. 
Notwithstanding the plain proofs of the 
impossibility of a serious difficulty between 
Japan and China, efforts to provoke rupture 
continue. 
These are conducted by interested 
European agents, some holding high stations, 
others •concerned only in the trading inter­ 
ests. 
The former hope for opportunities of 
diplomatic distinction, the latter count upon 
large sales of war material. 
I t appears evi­ 
dent th at public opinion in America is misled 
on this point. 
There never has been any real 
ground for apprehending active hostilities, al­ 
though outside efforts produced a state of 
things resembliug danger. 


POSTAL MATTERS. 
A portion of the American attaches of the 
Japan Postoffice ore about to return home, 
their term of office having expired. 
I t is 
generally felt by foreigners th at their dis­ 
missal is premature. 
The Jap an Postoffice 
stands pre-eminent in working, but this is 
owing to the devoted and extraordinary en­ 
deavors of the American employes. 
I t is 
doubtful whether the same perfect manage­ 
m ent is possible w ithout the aid of these ex­ 
ceptionally able aud untiring superintend­ 
ents. 
THE RAVAGES OF CHOLERA. 
Cholera was completely subdued at the 
close of last year. 
The final report, just 
issued by the National Sanitary Board, shows 
1G8,000 cases, and 101 000 deaths. 
The pro­ 
portion of cases to the entire population is 
reckoned a t one to every 500. 
In certain 
southern districts the ravages were frightful. 
In Loo Choo 725 of every 10,000 inhabitants 
were attacked. 
The conviction of the Gov­ 
ernment is unalterable, th at the disease 
gained admission through the opposition of a 
few foreign Envoys, led by Sir H arry Parkes, 
to the establishment of a rigid quarantine. 


COURTESIES EXCHANGED. 
Courtesies continue liberally exchanged be­ 
tween the Duke of Genoa and the Japanese 
nobles and officials. Italian decorations have 
been conferred on nearly a score of Japanese 
of various ranks, from Prime M inister down. 
•Japanese decorations have been awarded to 
the Italian officers in attendance upon the 
Duke. 
1 
THE BURNED DISTRICT OF TOKIO. 
The rebuilding of the vast burned district 
in Tokio proceeds slowly, the Government 
proposing to introduce precautionary im ­ 
provements in laying out the streets, con­ 
struction of houses, etc., to guard if possible 
against a similar devastation hereafter. 
The 
public loan is to be raised by the city au­ 
thorities to aid in erecting dividing walls in 
the thickest parts of the Capital. 
None of 
these measures will be effective so long as the 
present corrupt and defective fire depart­ 
ment exists. 
I t is a powerful organization, 
and 
the 
Government hesitates to over­ 
throw 
it, 
although 
it 
is 
well 
known 
th at it is not only useless, 
but often 
increases the spread of fires to secure pe­ 
cuniary advantages which can easily be m an­ 
aged, and is regarded as a natural order of 
things by the community. 
Previous at­ 
tem pts to introduce steam fire-engines created 
riots, and caused a hasty retirem ent of the 
projectors of reform. 
The popular suffering 
by the last fire was much less than ever be­ 
fore, owing to the prom pt and extensive re­ 
lief from the Government and other sources. 
Ten thousand dollars’ worth of rice and 
blankets were distributed within twenty-four 
hours. 
The foreigners in Tokio, Yokohama 
and Kobe contributed upwards of $5,000 
more. 
The Emperor and Empress gave 
$3,000. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Government contemplates opening to 
foreign trade the port of Dairi, in the Buzen 
proviuce, opposite Simonoz-ki, on the strait 
of th at name, but the m atter is not vet de­ 
cided. 
I t is highly improbable th at the U nited 
States’ offer of mediation in the Loo Choo 
business will be accepted. The quarrel never 
reached 6uch a point as to render mediation 
necessary or desirable. 
The Japanese M inister of Foreign Affairs 
is entirely opposed to the ridiculous claim put 
forward by au English newspaper organ in 
Yokohama, th a t it the Simonoz-ki indem nity 
fund be not given up England m ust demand 
it, th at nation having lost money while the 
U nited States gained by the combined attack 
on Simonoz.-ki eighteen years ago.

The examination of the company’s 
book-keeper was especially rigid, but he kept 
piling up figures until tbe Court, jury, and 
spectators were satisfied th at he was a clear­ 
headed young man. 


UR. MOORE, 
IV ho testified on Tuesday, was placed on the 
stand again for the purpose of cross-examina­ 
tion. 
H e was questioned on some minor 
points, when a controversy arose as to a let­ 
ter alleged to have been rectived by defend­ 
an t from an employe of the company while 
acting as agent at Lakeport. 
This letter, of­ 
fered by tbe defense, was intended to offset 
the effect of one offered on Tuesday, showing 
th at defendant had at one time been requested 
by the company to return. Tbe letter offered 
by the defease yesterday was alleged to have 
been w ritten bv one of the clerks in the com­ 
pany’s office, and was to the effect that Fitz­ 
gerald had better remain where he was, as he 
was giving good satisfaction to the corporation. 
The letters were finally read, and tended to 
prove th at the defendant was a bona fide so­ 
licitor. 
In regard to the letter authorizing 
Fitzgerald to remain at Lakeport, witness 
went on to explain the relations of defendant 
with the company. 
Defendaut had, during 
witness’ absence, gone to Lakeport, and 
when witness returned to the city he wrote to 
Fitzgerald at once the letter of recall. Subse­ 
quently it was deemed tit to have him remain 
at Lakeport for a time. 
JEROME C. CARROLL 
Was next called, and testified as follows : On 
December 10. 1879, I saw Fitzgerald go into 
the Vice-President’s office ; Moore was there 
udien Fitzgerald entered ; on the 10th I could 
not hear what he said ; I was sitting at my 
desk ; I heard them talking, but could not 
understand what was said ; on December 18, 
1879, I heard another conversation; I took a 
piece of paper and made a memorandum ; I 
heard Fitzgerald say th at W arren Heaton 
had given him 8100 to publish an article 
about the company, and he would have to 
give th at money back or have 8100 from us ; 
I heard the Doctor ask him if he would 
make an affidavit th at Heaton had given him 
8100 for th at purpose; defendaut said he 
would rather work for us than against us ; he 
said he would have to give the 8100 back to 
Heaton if he did not publish the article ; I 
apprehended th at Fitzgerald would be there, 
and I made it my duty to hear all th at was 
said. 
On cross-examination the witness said : I 
knew Fitzgerald was there ; H eaton had 
given him 8100 to print the article ; I did 
not hear all the conversation; Fitzgerald 
presented a bill against the company ; I did 
not hear anything about the account against 
the company, nor about the column adver­ 
tisement for six months ; I do not know who 
spoke first; the first I heard said I do not 
recollect; Dr. Moore said he would pay 825 
for the affidavit; I saw a long account F itz­ 
gerald presented; I did not notice its balance ; 
I think I heard Dr. Moore say he would 
look on the books and see what was due ; 
on December 23d we settled with Fitzgerald 
and took his receipt iu full for 820; he 
claimed 8100 at th at time ; his interest was 
in deferred premiums ; on December 18th I 
think he owed the company 840 ; on Decem­ 
ber 23d we settled, and we owed him 814 on 
general account. 
A fter a recess 
J. C. CARROLL 
W as recalled and produced books showing 
account between the company and Fitzgerald. 
On the 23d day of December I knew what 
Fitzgerald owed, according to our account— 
805 ; I was mixed in my former statem en t; 
he came in and we settled with him for 820 ; 
six dollars of the amount was due for adver­ 
tising, and the balance of 814 was due on his 
account; I don’t know how it was th at we gave 
him 829 ; I did not make the settlem ent; I 
think the books don’t state the amount of in­ 
terest in deferred premiums ; we have books 
that will show the amount of policies he is 
interested in ; I only know w hat has been 
told by the bookkeeper, and nothing in regaid 
to accounts except what the bookkeeper says ; 
D r. Mi ore has stated to me that in December, 
1879, Fitzgerald owed the company ; I was 
nut present a t any settlem ent; 1 did not 
state th at on the 23d of December we owed 
him 814 ; I only thought so. 


JOHN KILGARIFF 
Sworn—Am a book-keeper for the Pacific 
M utual L ift Insurance Com pany; have been 
employed as book-keeper for one and a half 
years ; know Fitzgerald since A pril or May, 
1879 ; on the 16th day of October, 1879, I 
saw- him in the office, but heard nothing ; on 
the 18th of December Fitzgerald came to the 
office; I went into the Fresident’s office to 
listen to the conversation ; he had only been 
in a few moments talking ¡to D r. Moore ; I 
heard Fitzgerald say something about an ar­ 
ticle which had been published the previous 
night, and said that he would make an addi­ 
tional statement, showing th at he had inves­ 
tigated the condition of the company and 
th at it was all rig h t; he also said th at what he 
had to say he would sooner say in favor of 
the company than against them. 
[All this 
was objected to, on the ground that it states 
a different date and different cause, but the 
objection was not sustained, and the witness 
continued as follows :] 
I had a conversation 
on December 19th with Fitzgerald, in which 
I 
said, “ I 
see you 
have published the 
E l Dorado Republican's i t e m I said, 
“ I thought 
you 
were 
going to wait 
until you could see Dr. Moore again?” he 
answered ; “ I didn’t intend to, but it don’t 
make any difference, as I will explain ; ” I 
said, “ I don’t think Heaton gave 8100 to 
you.” H e said, “ H e did pay me at the Cap­ 
ital H o te l;” I said, “ I t is a wonder that 
Dr. Moore did not give you some money, and 
not have you publish i 
t 
my object in talk­ 
ing to him was to get him to repeat what 
he said to Dr. Moore ; I asked him if he had 
said to Dr. Moore, “ th at if the company 
gave hi:n 8100, he would not publish the ar­ 
ticle ; ” he answered “ yes,” and said th at he 
would rather serve the company ; Fitzgerald 
has always been indebted to the com 
pauy ever since he worked for them ; . on 
the 16th of December I think he was in­ 
debted about 8300: the ledger shows Fitz­ 
gerald was indebted to the company on the 
16th of December, 1879, 5283 9 8 ; he has 
contingent credits, 8243 46; he returns notes 
which are held by the company, aud if paid 
he gets his commission ; on December 23, 
1879, we had a settlem ent with .Fitzger 
a id ; 
on 
his account he had perhaps 
fifteen or tw enty policies upon which notes 
were given, and we cannot say when or if 
ever these notes %viil be paid. In I’itzgenld’s 
account there were two notes th at were not 
worth more than 15 per cent., not enough to 
pay commissions. 
I handed the figures of 
my statem ent to Carroll, and he told me to 
give Fitzgerald §20 and take a receipt for an 
advertising bill of 86. 
I considered that 
Fitzgerald’s account was worthless, and that 
the 820 was thrown away. Fitzgerald offered 
to sell me his account against the company 
for 810. but Carroll gave him 820. 
_ 
Un cross-examination the witness said : 
Fitzgerald was interested in 13 policies ; he 
has returned 44 applications to the company, 
and 14 policies were issued on which the 
premiums amounted to 82,S00 15; commis­ 
sions allowed are 40 per cent, on business 
done iu this county and 50 per cent, on all 
out of the county ; commissions due him, 
81,403 07; amount 
of 
cash 
paid 
him, 
8161 18; some notes were made to the com­ 
pany and some to himself ; the notes were all 
turned over to the company and taken 
on collection on account of R. F. Fitzgerald; 
if the note was paid he got credit; all the 
notes were paid »r policies canceled except 
8244 46 ; he claimed to me th at the company 
owed him 8400 or 8500 ; he came iu often for 
a statem ent and settlem ent: I heard him say 
he would sooner fight for the company than 
against ; I did not hear all th at was said ; I 
1 was instructed to listen to the conversation 
with D r. M oofe; I knew the object was to 
prepare for a prosecution; Fitzgerald com­ 
menced work for the company in M ay, 1879. 
and ended in December. 1879. 
Redirect—On December 16th all commis­ 
sions due him were paid and he owed 865; 
every time a note was paid it lessened his 
babnce ; on the settlement on December 23d 
welgave Fitzgerald the benefit of all contin­ 
gencies. 
[The prosecution introduced as evi­ 
dence a receipt signed by Fitzgerald for 820, 
in fall of all amounts due him December 
23d.] W hen the settlement was made I told 
President Carroll th at there was no way to 
estím ate the value of deferred prem ium s; 
Fitzgerald was satisfied and took the 820; he 
took m y figures and said he was satisfied 
th at I would not cheat him out of a c e n t; 
of the notes taken, 8824 85 were on Fitzger­ 
ald’s collections ; the notes unpaid December 
23d amounted to 8243 46 ; if the notes were 
all paid up Fitzgerald w orld he entitled to 
S197 92. exclusive of 8243 46; the total 
amount he would be entitled to is 8441 3S, if 
all paid ; including, then, the amount of de­ 
ferred premiums on the 23d of December, he 
would be entitled to §46 79; the company 
holds the notes, but we charged Fitzgerald 
with the notes in our settlem ent; we never 
gave Fitzgerald credit for any deferred pay­ 
ments; we allowed him credit in the settlem ent; 
in issuing policies the company generally 
pays for the medical examinations ; in these 
policies (44 in number) Fitzgerald paid some 
and the company some, but I don’t know in 
w hat proportion ; if Fitzgerald paid all the 
examinations it would amount to §230, and 
would not be added to the account; I think 


the company paid ail the medical fees; I will 
produce a statem ent of the amount from our 
books; the physicians are all appointed by 
the company ; all medical fees are charged to 
the expense account. 


THOMAS FOX 
Sworn—I reside at Sacramento ; I am clerk 
for the Pacific M utual Life Insurance Com­ 
pany, aud have been for two and a half years; 
was there in December la s t; have known the 
defendant since April or M ay ; I have had 
conversations with him ; he never made any 
remark about going after the company for 
$100; I had a conversation with him some 
time before those articles came o u t; he got 
a “ couple of digs at us” before th at time ; he 
1 said th at Heaton gave him $100 to publish 
articles against the company ; the article was 
taken from the El Dorado Republican; I had 
several conversations with “ F itz,” and he 
said he was going to burst the company, and 
that we fellows would “ have to hunt some 
other job besides quill-driving;” [iu answer 
to the question, “ Was th at before or since he 
bursted them ?” the witness said, “ I t is not 
bursted ;”] he pulled out a pistol and said he 
would blow a hole through any man that 
said anything against his wife ; th at John 
Carroll could not run him ; he handed me a 
paper and said he would “ fix’" us ; I called 
him a “ damned fool” at the same time. 
On cross-examination, the witness sa id : 
I had a conversation since the suit com­ 
menced ; we were “ joshing” each other; he 
s.lid he was not frightened about the result of 
the tria l; he never stated to me th at the 
company owed him ; I knew Fitzgerald hail 
an account on the books, but not how the 
balance stood. 
The prosecution offered in evidence a copy 
of a publication of December 17th, contain­ 
ing an article headed “ The John Carroll Lite 
Insurance Company.” The defense objected 
to its introduction on the ground th at it was 
irrelevant and immaterial, and not pertinent 
to any issue in the case. 
The objection was 
sustained and the evidence excluded. 
Ih e testimony for the prosecution was then 
concluded. 
The attorneys for the defense thought it 
unnecessary to introduce any evidence, and 
Court adjourned until this afternoon to hear 
argument. 


W. P. C. CONVENTION. 


LECTURE BY MAYOR KALLOCH, 
FKANCI5CO. 
OF SAN 


I. S. Kalloch, M ayor of San F ran cisco , 
lectured a t the F irst B aptist Church last 
evening, his subject being “ California.” He 
was received by a large and excellent audi­ 
ence. 
The lecturer was introduced by Rev. 
Dr. Frost. 
Mr. Kalloch began by saying that great 
size is not synonymous with strength. 
Y et 
there is something in size—just as a big dog 
is more formidable than a poodle. 
The Am er­ 
ican of all others glories in size, and boasts of 
his country’s great rivers, lakes, mountains 
and States, and the Californian especially is 
proud of the size of his State and its natural 
curiosities. 
The lecturer explained that tbe 
lecture was prepared tor delivery a t the East, 
and therefore m ight prove of less interest 
here. 
H e gave the area of the State, com­ 
pared it to the area of other States, Terri­ 
tories and countries, aud passed to a consid­ 
eration of the climate of the coast, humorously 
comparing it with the climate of other parts 
of the globe, and drawing the conclusion that 
no other is so equable and so generous. 
He 
drew a vivid picture of the rigors of the cli­ 
mate of the northern A tlantic coast, where 
but one crop per year can be produced, and 
the tiller of the soil is shut up half the year, 
unable to do more than keep his household 
warm and his stock from starving. 
His pic­ 
ture of autum nal California was a brilliant 
specimen of word painting. 
He thought 
California has the most hideous hoodlum and 
the most fearful tram p known to the world, 
and 
both are 
products of the climate. 
The hoodlum roams San Francisco like the 
ownerless dogs of Constantinople. 
H e is 
never alone ; be is thin and wiry ; a plump 
hoodlum would be as great a curiosity as a 
fat greyhouild. 
H e is the child of an out­ 
door climate—and the restaurant. 
Almost 
every boy at some time is an incipient Tom 
Sawyer. 
The boys of California are not 
forced to live indoors, and thus brought so 
immediately as they should be under home 
influences. 
I t is not strange th at those with­ 
out any homes worthy the name, driven to 
the wharves and hay-yards, should develop 
into hoodlums, tram ps and thieves. 
He 
glanced briefly at the growth and mineral 
products of the State, which he pronounced 
enormous and exceeding by far the general 
understanding on those subjects. 
In stating 
what are the marvelous earth-products in 
California, and giving a humorous account of 
enormous potatoes, mammoth beets 
and 
Munchausen onions, he indulged in some in­ 
cisive hits at the love of the Californian to 
indulge in boasting tales of the wonderfully 
fruitful character of the soil. 
B ut climate 
does not produce the best men, the greatest 
intellects or the highest state of civilization. 
Money, miles, millions do not make a great 
State alone. 
I t is only great as it originates 
great 
ideas, adheres to great principles, 
fosters great intelligences and 
is loyal 
to tru th 
and 
true 
progress. 
IVe owe 
the soil of our 
birth nothing, 
he said, 
when it affords us but a mere existence, and 
begrudges us our very graves. 
T hat is our 
country which makes us most truly and in 
the best sense men. 
T hat is not our country 
which, by the act of welcoming our inferiors, 
compels us to step down and out from our 
life vocations, and forces us to beg for bread 
for our wives and children. 
W hen it does 
that, he added in vigorous language, it makes 
us rebels, and rebellion is holy. 
Tbe man of 
sturdy will and independent tho-ght is of 
more value to the State than miues of dia­ 
monds and the wealth of Golcondas w ithout 
number. 
The unadulterated forty-niner he 
next considered, and said th at he is hope­ 
lessly himself. 
W hat he left behind him 
he brought with h im ; w hat he brought 
with 
him 
he 
has 
forgotten. 
He 
is 
hopelessly 
conceited 
and 
irreclaim- 
ably a forty-niner. 
In California Christians 
need more lead in their shoes and grace in their 
souls. 
Stock gambling he looked upon as 
one of the most material obstacles to our 
progress. 
Speculation in stocks he pro­ 
nounced to be gambling, as much so as is 
faro. 
I t is a reckless, foolish business, and 
we will never become a successful people till 
we stam p it out—indeed, it is running the 
State, breaking up homes, and breaking up 
hearts and souls. 
A paper of this city (re­ 
ferring to the R ecord-U nion) had plainly 
reviewed this subject, and properly and tru th ­ 
fully pictured San Francisco under a boom, 
and 
under 
a going down of 
stocks, 
and a San Francisco paper had weakly 
attem pted 
to 
reply 
to 
the 
accurate 
sketch. 
The young men of 
California, 
born in Buch a feverish state of expectation as 
regards speculation and sudden fortunes, are 
birth-m arked and booked for unhappy and 
brief lives. 
He declared th at w hat the 
State wants is homes, and men of the right 
stamp ia them —hardy and small farmers 
like those of the W est, If he read the record 
aright, the State is upon the eve of great 
danger, resulting from ram pant communism 
on the one side and unfeeling capital on the 
other, with no saviDg class of small land­ 
owners between. 
The missionaries say that 
the Chiuese are here under the providence of 
God. So is the small pox, but no one wants 
to foster it. Beecher had said that if we cannot 
endure the menace of the Chinese our religion 
and civilization ought to go down under the 
contact; and th at is as sensible as to say that 
if we cannot have unresisting contact with 
the small-pox and not suffer, 
that we 
deserve 
to 
go 
down 
to 
our 
graves. 
He denied th at these questions had been 
properly stated by Beecher. 
The real issue 
is, Can American labor compete with Chinese 
labor and not be degraded ? The trouble is 
in California th at capital does not feel or 
realize its responsibility and duty to the 
human race. 
The need of the State is a pop­ 
ulation, not of inferior races, but people for 
her broad acres, people of brain, sinew, hon­ 
esty, industry; American in idea, sentiment, 
aud ail other desirable qualities. 
The m ani­ 
fest destiny of California he next considered, 
and said th at despite the danger of the hour 
it would pass—the Chinese evil is but a para­ 
site—the other evils are more serious, but all 
will be overcome and the State enter upon 
a bright and happy era. 
The American 
people have taken possession of this heritage, 
and propose to hold the fort—corporations 
and coolies, preachers aud missionaries to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
They are a brave, 
patriotic, energetic people, devoted to their 
free school system, which 
even 
corrupt 
school hoards anil antagonistic religions can­ 
not break up, and will build up here a State 
filled w ith homes against which the hordes of 
barbarism shall charge in va in . In a brilliant 
oratorical 
effoit 
he 
eulogized 
Califor­ 
nia, 
sketched 
the 
possibilities 
of 
the 
State aud 
the future of her metropolis, 
and concluded with bright auguries for the 
State and tbe people in the near future. Mr. 
Kalloch received the undivided attention of 
the large audience, which he entertained to 
its satisfaction by his wit aud the fervor of 
his discourse. 
On those who were accus­ 
tomed to hear the speaker a year or two ago 
tbe impression was made th at he is lees vig 
orousin thought and expression than formerly. 
T hat the nerve force is lessened, and th at the 
orator is not, in thought or manner, so ag­ 
gressive, incisive and forcible as before the 
attack upon him which so shocked his nervous 
system and brought him near to death’s door.

We demand that the strictest economy be ‘used in 
the conduct of all public affairs connected with the 
city, and to that end we believe in, and advocate, 
a reduction of the Mayor’s salary to $100 per month, 
thereby saving the city $1, >00 per annum. 
We demand the abolition of the contract system 
in connection witli work performed for the city, and 
we are in favor of all work being done by day labor, 
eight hours to constitute a day’s work, believing 
such a change will effectually prevent jubs hatched 
by rings to tbe detriment of the city, and iuure to 
the benefit of the many idle and willing laborers and 
further decrease theexpem eof the city government. 
We earnestly appeal to the business men of this 
community to unite with us in this effort in the re­ 
moval of the Chinese; and if this agitation proves 
successful, we feel assured that this once prosperous 
State will 
again resume its farmer prosperity. 
Business will revive, and all will be benefited by the 
change. 
But until the Chinese are gone or their in­ 
crease iu numbers to our shores he cheeked, no 
improvement in business may be expected, nor can 
the condition’of tile people be alleviated. 
We consider the Chinese question affecSs every 
man, woman, boy and girl in the city, and their 
speedy removal we believe is the wish ,lf every pa­ 
triotic citizen in the State. That we consider tnat 
the time is now at hand for the people of the citv of 
Sacramento and the State of California, and all" ir­ 
respective of party, to act promptly in this matter, 
anil use all lawful means that the end may he at­ 
tained. 
We emphatically denounce as unwise and im­ 
p ditie the action ■ f tiie Senate in defeating the bill 
in relation to Chinese and their testimony in the 
Courts, believing tl at said la» was both wise and in 
accordance with the necessities of the times. 
D. ,T. Considine moved that in the article 
in regard to labor the words $2 50 per day 
be inserted, and the motion was adopted. 
F. T. M aher moved th at the candidate for 
Trustee he required to pledge himself to al­ 
ways reduce his own salary in proportion to 
any reduction made in the salary of a laborer. 
The motion was carried. 
On motion, C. J . Beerstecher, ex-Mayor 
Andrus of Oakland, Seuators Nelson, Lane 
and J . J . M edallion were invited to the plat­ 
form. 
The Convention then proceeded to the 
nominations. 
W . L . Sm ith nominated W illiam Minis 
for Second Trustee. 
F. T. Meagher nomi­ 
nated W . F . Knox, and the name of ex-Gov­ 
ernor Irw in was proposed by P. T. Morris, 
and throughout a lengthy discussion insisted 
on his nomination.

Section 65 was so 
amended that alter the order of adjudication, the 
death of the debtor, w hether voluntary or involun­ 
tary, will not effect the proceedings upon the estate. 
The second clause of Section 79 was amended so 
as to require that the am ount in dispute shall be 
*300 or more, exclusive of interest, which is allowed 
or rejected as a creditor’s claim, to perm it an ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court. 
The last clause of Section 81, which continued in 
force th at portion of the Civil Code relating to “ as- 
sigumen s for the benefit of creditors,” was struck 
out. 
Section 82, providing that the Act take effect 
from its p ’ssage, was s:ruck out, which, in the 
event of its becoming a law, would leave the Act to 
take effect sixty days after its approval. The bill as 
amended was then ad- pted ami rtf erred to both 
houses, with reeomendation th at it pass. 
The Sena»e Committee on Corjiorati«»ns yesterday 
uftemoon considered Seuate Bill >o. 84, to organize 
and define the pow ers of the Railroad Commissioners 
A m endm ent were made fixing the salaries of the 
Commissioners at $4,000 per annum ; salara of Sec­ 
retary at $2,000, and that of Bailiff at $1,200, and 
w hen traveling on official duties their traveling ex­ 
penses other than transportation also to be paid. 
An am endm ent to Section 4 gives precedence to 
all suits and proceeding* to which the Board is a 
party, except criminal cases. 
Various other amend­ 
ments were made, after which the bill was adopted 
and will be reported to the Senate for passage. 
Tlie Senate ¿Judiciary Committee amended and 
adopted Senate Bill Bo. 279, addtnga new section to 
the Penal Code relating to opening, m aintaining or 
frequenting opium dens. 
The House Committee on Capital and Labor last 
evening appioved Assembly Joint Resolution No. 16, 
in relation to enforcement of the eight-hour law, and 
recommended its passage. 
Assembly Bill No. 133, relating to employes un­ 
able to pav the costs of suit for compensation due 
them fur labor, was considered and substitutes of 
similar character adopted and its passage recom­ 
mended. 
Braunhart’s Assembly Bill No. 103, to fix 
the wages and hours of labor, w as considered and to 
be reported back, to the Assembly with recommenda­ 
tion th at it do not pass. 
The joint committees of Finance of the Senate 
and Ways and Means of the Assembly further con­ 
sidered the revenue bill, and Sections 4, 5 and 6 of 
Senate Bill Ño. 280 were substituted for these sec­ 
tions in the committee’s bill. 
A substitute for Sec­ 
tion 7 was adopted authorizing the Assessor in cer­ 
tain cases, where he is unable to make assessment 
fur want of proper description of lands, to cite the 
owner, his agent, etc., to appear before the Superior 
Court, and if uecessary to have a survey made, the 
costs of which to become a lien on the land. 
Section 8 of bill No. 280 w as adopted with Section 
8 of th e c .mnnttee bill substituted for the latter 
portion relating to taxation of property affected by 
mortgage, deed of trust, etc. The remainder of bill 
No. 289 was mostly adopted, with various portions 
of the committee bill and including other amend­ 
ments, afcer which the bill as amended was adopted 
bv a vote of S against 6 and ordered to be subm itted 
to the Senate and Assembly by the Chairmen of the 
respective committees wi h recommendation of its 
passage. The m inority will also m ake a report and 
offer a substitute. 
Both bills will be presented Sat­ 
urday morning n e x t 
An am endm ent for an in­ 
come tax was discussed and rejected by a vote of 3 
aves to 11 noes. 
’ The Joint Committee upon the State Prison held 
another m eeting last evening, continuing the inves­ 
tigation relative to the Folsom State Prison. The 
firet witness examined was ex Governor Irwin, 
who made a statem ent relative to the departure 
m ade by the Board from the original plans and spe­ 


cifications, and 8‘ated th a t such changes were in ac­ 
e rdance w ith Section 5 of the Act of 1&75-6, in rela­ 
tion to the erection of publio buildings, and were 
made with a view to a saving to the State of proba­ 
bly not less than $75,000. 
Dennis Jordan, contractor, read a long statem ent, 
covering twenty-four pages of legal cap, as to taking 
the contract, the way it was taken from him, etc. In 
addition he made a verbal statem ent. 
Thomas Stephenson, A. P. Gatlin, Janies W. Dun­ 
can and Win. Johnson have also testified, before the 
committee. 
A nother m eeting will be held this 
evening. 
The Assembly Committee ou Swamp and Over­ 
flowed Lands heard argum ents for and against As­ 
sembly Bill No. 128, for funding the $145,000 
indebtedness of swamp land warrants. 
Action was 
deferred until next Weduesday evening, when the 
committee will m eet again.

lendar. 
Morrill, from the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, reported a bill for the erection of pub­ 
lic building* at Denver. 
Randolph moved to take up the bill for the relief 
of Fitz John Porter. 
It was made a special order 
for Monday next after the m orning hour. 
Eaton’9 resolution, requesting the President to 
transm it copies of the correspondence respecting the 
the interoceanic canal, was adopted. 
After the morning hour the bill authorizing the 
ascertainm ent of the am ount of land located on 
military w arrants was considered, and Edmunds 
spoke thereon. 
He said 60,000,000 acres of land 
were located onjnilitary warrants, aud five percent 
of their value would be about $4,000,000. which, if 
due, should be paid iu ; bu t he thought it was not 
due.

metal, of such coins of standard weight, as com­ 
pared with the puie metal in standard coins of the 
United States, and the values of gold and silver 
coins of the various nations of the world known to 
our commerce, which shall be ascertained by assays 
to be made from time to time under the direction of 
the Director of the Mints, foreign gold coins being 
compared with the standard gold coins of the United 
States, and foreign silver coins with the standard 
silver dollar, and the result of such assa}'s shall be 
reported to the Secretary of the Treasury, and be 
embraced in his annual report to Congress. 
Consideration was resumed of the Court removal 
bill, bu t w ithout action the House went into Com 
m ittee of the Whole on revision of the rules. 
Consideration of Rule 11 having been concluded, 
Shallenbcrger offered a substitute for th e whole 
rule, distributing the appropriation bills among the 
various committees. 
Rejected—1*21 to 61. 
Frye offered an am endm ent te Rule 16, th at at 
any time after the morning hour the House might 
go into Committee of the Whole on bills raising the 
revenue or the general appropriation bills. Adopted. 
The committee rose and W hitthorne introduced a 
bill for a Commission to examine the rules for pre­ 
venting collisions on the water. 
King, Chairman of the Committee on Interoceanic 
Canai, reported the following resolution, which was 
adopted. 
Heiolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury be 
requested to furnish the House, for the use of the 
Committee on Interoceanic Canal, 5uch statistics as 
may be in his departm ent on the following sujects : 
First, the am ount of shipping between the Atlantic 
and Pacific ports of the United States, and the 
am ount and kind of cargoes from the coast of the 
Pacific Ocean ; second, the entries and clearances 
at the port of San Francisco for the last fiscal year, 
and the am ount and kind of cargoes and the ports 
to and from whiph they are carried ; third, the 
am ount of transportation across the Isthm us, and 
generally its ports of destination and original ship­ 
m ent ; fourth, the average duration of voyages 
around the Horn between San Francisco and New 
York.
